INFERNAL MACHINE MAN MAY 
GET LONG SENTENCE. 


New York Police Assert They Have 
Sufficient Evidence te Convict the 
Dynamite Worker Under Arrest in 
Philadeiphia of Attempt te Blow Up 
the Liner Umbria—Anxious to Con- 
nect Him with Disappearance of the 
Naronic. 


New York, Jan. 16.—Police officials of this 
city hope to have possession of Gessler Ros- 
seau, now under arrest in Philadelphia, by 
the middle of the week. Inspector McClusky 
asserts he has sufficient evidence in the Um- 
bria infernal machine affair to convict Ros- 
seau of a felony and send him to prison fora 
ten year term, but the inspector is more 
anxious to see if he can ,connect Rosseau 
with the mysterious disappearance some 
years ago of the steamer Naronic, jn which 
many lives were lost. 

Mystery of Naronic. — 

The disappearance of the steamer Naronte 
is one of the mysteries of the Atlantic. The 


Naronic was a freighter with nearly 100 men. 
aboard and sailed in February, 1693, from 


Only one year old. 

From the. day the steamship the 
Mersey no trace of it was found. Some 
months later a Norwegian bark, when sev- 
eral hundred: miles southwest of the Azores, 
picked up parts of the wreckage of what was 
believed to be one of the liner’s lifeboats, 
Again, in the summer of 1896, the fate of 
the Naronic was recalled when a boatman 


picked up in the Irish channel a bottle that 


contained a note that read as follows: 

“ Struck an iceberg; sinking fast; Naronic. 
Young.”’ 

Few people believed the bottled message. 
was genuine. 

Declared Insane on Dynamite, 

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 16.—Several physi- 
cians, prominent as allenists, visited Gessier 
Rosseau in his cell today to determine .his 
mental condition, 
the profession of. his visitors, but was left to 
infer that they were detectives, After the 
examination the physicians withdrew and 
told Captain of Detectives Donaghy that 
Rosseau was perfectly sane upon all points 
ey. upon anarghy and dynamiting.
